Missouri 
Pacific 
train No. 4, in 
charge of Conductor F. X. Wills, with 
Engineer B. Mey ers in the cab of 
engine No. 6508 , was derailed at a 
point three-fourths of a mile east of 
Eureka, Mo., a station about thirty 
miles this side of St. Louis, at 10:20 
o'clock last night. 
A “dead-head” sleeper, the chair car 
and smoker jumped the track, falling 
over sideway s. Five or six passen­ 
gers on the train were slightly injured, 
their injuries being confined to bruises 
and contusions. 
The cause of the derailment was a 
broken rail, although it was a new rail 
recently laid. The train was just pull­ 
ing out of Eureka and was going at a 
slow rate of speed, which accounts for 
the slight damage and few passetigers 
hurt.

hastened to the 
scene and had the track cleared by 6 
o’clock this morning.

EMBEZZLEMENT IS CHARGED 


The Pros e c ution of Sus pe c ts by Spe c ­ 
ia l Couns e l Le hma nn Is to 
Be Vigorous . 


St. Louis, Nov. 12.—When the feder­ 
al grand jury convenes next Wednes­ 
day , the department of justice, in the 
case of the shortage of $61,500 in the 
St. Louis sub-treasury , will ask for two 
indictmejjts for embezzlement. 
While Frederick W. Lehmann, spec­ 
ial counsel for the government in this 
investigation, refuses absolutely to 
disclose the department’s plan of 
action, or what It will ask of the grand 
jury , the foregoing statement comes 
from one who has an intimate knowl­ 
edge of the plans of the department of 
justice, and who say s the assertion 
that tw'o indictments will be sought 
cannot be questioned. 
The same authority say s that the 
government, largely through the med­ 
ium of the secret service department, 
has made a most searching investiga­ 
tion of the facts in the recent embez­ 
zlement, and that, regardless of per­ 
sonal feeling, is prepared to make a 
most vigorous prosecution. 
The secret service agents have work­ 
ed under the personal direction of 
Chief John E. Wilkie, and have pre­ 
pared an exhaustive report of their 
findings, which will carry with it somo 
remai kable disclosures. 
Nearly every employ e of the sub- 
treasury , including Assistant United 
States Treasurer T. J. Atkins, will be 
called as witnesses and it Is also quite 
probable that G. C. Bantz, the treas­ 
ury expert, who came here from Wash­ 
ington to verify the accounts in the 
local office, will be sub|)oenaed. 
It is said that, inasmuch as the 
principal facts in regard to the em- 
bezzlment have been made public, no 
effort whatever wiR he made toward a 
half-hearted proceeding; that the sus­ 
pected persons will be given an oi>- 
portunity to make their explanations, 
but that in no event will any undue 
leniency be shown. 
Mr. Lehmann’s orders from Wash­ 
ington are to probe the affair thor­ 
oughly , and to bring every bit of pos­ 
sible evidence bearing on the case to 
the attention of the grand jury . 
Mr. Lehmann will have the same 
authority as the United States district 
attorney , and with such power he will 
be allowed to sit with the grand jury 
and conduct the investigation In the 
manner that he sees fit. 
It Is believed that the Indictments 
will be returned before the end of this 
week, as the government, through its 
many departments, has the case com­ 
plete and ready for presentation to the 
jury .

A SECRET BALLOT. 


It Was Taken By the Firemen 
on the Erie Railway. 


BETTER HOURS, MORE MONEY 


Engine e rs ’ Chie f, Mr. Stone , Ex pe c ts 
All Diffe re nc e s W ill Be Se t­ 
tle d With His Orde r. 


New^ York, Nov. 12.—To decide for 
or aiaiiist a strike on the Erie that 
may result in a tie-up of all the big 
railroads of the east a secret ballot 
was taken last night among all the 
firemen employ ed on the Erie through­ 
out every division betw'een New York 
and Chicago. If a two-thirds vote Is 
for a strike, and the leaders ratify 
the vote, the men will go out simul- 
taneooaiy unless the Erie officials 
back dow'n. So far they have declin­ 
ed to make a single concession to the 
fireman’s grievance commitiee, wmich 
asked for better hours and a wage 
scale calling for a general increase of 
10 cents per day for all classes. 
An appeal was taken from General 
Manager Stuart’s decision that no re­ 
adjustment could be had at this time, 
but President Underwood was equally 
firm. In reply to a letter from the 
committee he informally gave them an 
ultimatum, advising the men "to go 
home and think it over, exolaimu.g 
that the changes in hours ana salaries 
demanded would not be considered at 
this time.” 
Members of the committee scattered 
to their homes to make their reports 
and start the balloting. As soon as 
the complete returns are tabulated the 
question will be in the hands of Grand 
Chief Harrahan, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen. 
He has a veto power, but has inti­ 
mated that he would not exercise it 
should the votes call for a strike. 
The membership of the firemen’s 
brotherhood on the Erie pay roll num­ 
bers nearly 2,300 men, of w'hom 700 
are engineers, who, although belong­ 
ing to the engineers* brotherhood, re­ 
tain their firemen’s card and have a 
vote. They will go out 4n a body if 
the vote is for a strike and the Erie 
sy stem will probably be unable to 
move a wheel. 
Grand Chief Warren S. Stone, of the 
Brotherhood of Engineers, declined 
to discuss the Erie situation in par­ 
ticular. His remarks were very guard­ 
ed, but he said the general situation 
was favorable to the men, and he be­ 
lieved all differences with his order 
would he adjusted to the satisfaction of 
both sides. 
•‘I am here In an advisory capacity 
for the grievance committees of ail 
lines, but shall not Interfere in the 
councils of any other than to make 
suggestions,” said Mr. Stone. 
“I did not go with the Lackawanna 
committee to call on President Trues- 
dale. The meeting was argued before 
r arrived and without my knowledge. 
In future conferences I shall suggest 
th ^ the men settle their own disputes. 
I- sh all go with them only in extreme 
c a se s, which I do not expect. In the

Discovery of Coal. 
Coal wa.s first accidentally discov 
ered on the summit of Sharp mountain 
(now the site of the town of Summi 
Hill), nine 
miles west 
of 
Mauch 
Chunk, Carbon county, in 179 1, by a 
hunter named 
Philip Ginter. 
Ginter 
had taken up his residence in that sec 
lion of the country, supporting him 
self by the proceeds of his rifle, which 
he exchanged for the necessaries o 
life at the nearest station. The story 
runs that on his return home in a driz 
zling rain after an unsuccessful day 
he stumbled over something which 
was thrown forward, and observing 
that the object was black and hearing 
of the many tales in regard to coal in 
that section, he picked it up and car 
ried it home, where he decided that it 
must be the stove coal spoken of In 
tradition. 
The next day he took the 
specimen to a Col. Jacob Weiss* who 
resided at a place called Allen, now 
Weissport, and he In turn took it to 
Philadelphia, where the mineralogists’ 
decision proved it to be anthracite 
coal. 


Co al Mining in India. 
All the coal of India is bituminous. 
Some of it is hard and glossy, like 
Rock Springs, Wyo., coal. It sells for 
from 12.08 to $2.24 a ton. 
It only 
costs fifty-five cents a ton to mine, 
screen and load in the cars. 
The coal fields now operated are in 
Bengal, the native states of Central 
hdian, and Hyderabad. India is first 
among the coal producing dependen­ 
cies of Great Britain, and its coal field 
covers 35,000 square miles. The total 
output in 19 05 was 7,762,779 tons. Ben­ 
gal supplied about 93 per cent of the 
amount. 
India has abundant labor, capital, 
and convenient water transportation to 
the sea.

Strong Resolutions in Favor of 
Restoration. 


THE ORDER OF RECHABiTES. 


Action Has the Support of Army Of­ 
ficers and the Militia 
Organizations. 


The resolutions favoilng the resto- 
nition of the army canteen for the sale 
of beer and lig ht wines to soldiers un­ 
der proper restrlction-i. unanimously 
adopted by Advance tent. Independent 
Order of Rechabites, of this city , per­ 
haps the oldest temperance org aniza­ 
tion in the world, have aroused g reat 
ifiterest in temperance circles, say s a 
Washing ton dispatch. 
Many members of Ihis order 
are 
men who have served In the army , 
know all about the ¿vil effects of ex 
cessive drinking from personal expe­ 
rience, and they realize that the abo­ 
lition of the canteen is responsible 
for the increase of drunkenness among 
soldiers. 
Under present conditions, the sol­ 
dier drinks at low' resorts on the out 
skirts of army posts, without any re­ 
strictions whatever. 
With the can­ 
teen, as advocated by the Rechabites. 
he will drink under g overnment super­ 
vision and restrictions, under w'hich 
overindulg ence is impossible. 
in addition, the Rechabites propose 
that the g overnment. In framing the 
canteen 
law, 
should 
discriminate 
strong ly in favor of beer, which ha.T a 
very small percentag e of alcohol, and 
lig ht wines. 
It is believed that the 
soldier will be satisfied with 
these 
beverag es obtained under favorable 
conditions, and that he will be les.s 
likely to indulg e in vile and ardent 
liquors than at present. 
Tills action of the Rechabites has 
the support of army officers and mili­ 
tary org anizations. The Spanish War 
Veterans, at their recent convention 
here, unanimously directed its leg ki- 
iative committee to press cong ress for 
the restoration of the canteen. 
The Rechabites maintain that 
by 
making it possible for soldiers to ob­
